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FOREWORD 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  is  intended  primarily 
as  an  aid  in  securing  uniformity  and  comparability  in  the  presentation 
of  statistical  data  collected  by  various  agencies  of  the  United  States 
Government,  State  agencies,  trade  associations,  and  private  research 
agencies. 

Previous  to  the  preparation  of  a  standard  industrial  classification, 
the  various  agencies  collecting  industrial  data  used  their  own  industrial 
classifications,  and  thus  a  given  establishment  might  have  been  classified 
in  one  industry  by  one  agency  and  in  another  by  a  second  agency.  The 
value  of  industrial  data  for  purposes  of  analysis  and  information  is 
increased  by  the  use  of  a  standard  system  for  the  classification  and  as- 
sembling of  data  collected  by  various  agencies.  For  example,  production 
information  collected  by  one  agency  can  be  more  readily  compared  with 
employment  information  collected  by  another  if  both  agencies  conform 
to  the  standard  definition  of  the  industry  involved. 

Earlier  issues  of  this  classification  for  both  manufacturing  and  non- 
manfacturing  industries  were  prepared  by  the  Technical  Committee  on 
Industrial  Classification,  assisted  by  a  number  of  special  committees 
of  experts  in  various  fields  of  business.  The  work  of  the  Technical 
Committee  was  formerly  carried  on  under  the  general  supervision  of 
the  Committee  on  Industrial  Classification,  which  was  sponsored  in  its 
earlier  stages  by  the  Central  Statistical  Board  and  later  by  the  Division 
of  Statistical  Standards  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  Executive  Office 
of  the  President. 

This  manual  presents  a  revision  of  the  industrial  classification  for 
Nonmanuf  acturing  Industries,  which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Technical 
Committee  on  Industrial  Classification  working  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  Division  of  Statistical  Standards. 

In  preparing  the  classification,  the  Technical  Committee  has  been 
guided  by  the  following  general  principles : 

(1)  The  classification  should  conform  to  the  existing  structure  of 
American  industry. 

(2)  The  reporting  units  to  be  classified  are  establishments,^  rather  than 
legal  entities  or  companies. 

(3)  Each  establishment  is  to  be  classified  according  to  its  major 
activity. 

1  For  definition  of  an  establishment,  see  p.  1. 
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(4)  To  be  recognized  as  an  industry,  each  group  of  establishments  must 
have  significance  from  the  standpoint  of  the  number  of  establishments, 
number  of  wage  earners,  volume  of  business,  employment  and  pay  roll 
fluctuations,  and  other  important  economic  features. 

The  classification  undertakes  to  cover  the  entire  field  of  economic  activ- 
ity :  agriculture,  forestry,  and  fisheries ;  mining ;  construction ;  manufac- 
turing; wholesale  and  retail  trade;  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate; 
transportation,  communication,  and  other  public  utilities;  and  services. 

Volume  I,  Part  1,  provides  the  titles  and  descriptions  of  the  manufactur- 
ing industries.  Volume  I,  Part  2,  is  an  alphabetic  index  identifying  the 
principal  products  or  processes  which  would  be  reported  by  establish- 
ments, and  a  few  special  types  of  establishments,  with  the  appropriate 
manufacturing  industry  code  numbers.  Volume  II  contains  a  similar 
classification  for  nonmanuf acturing  industries,  with  descriptions  of  the 
industries  and  an  alphabetic  index  of  products,  establishments,  and 
services. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  revision,  the  Technical  Committee  wishes 
to  acknowledge  the  very  valuable  assistance  received  from  the  Advisory 
Council  on  Federal  Eeports  of  which  Mr.  Earl  Constantine,  President, 
National  Association  of  Hosiery  Manufacturers,  is  Chairman ;  Mr.  Henry

wishes  to  express  appreciation  for  the  many  constructive  criticisms  and 
suggestions  received  from  Federal  Agencies,  State  agencies,  trade  associa- 
tions, trade  unions,  special  research  organizations,  and  business  executives. 
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INTRODUCTION 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  was  developed  for  use  in  con- 
nection with  the  collection,  tabulation,  and  presentation  of  data  supplied 
by  establishments.  An  establishment  is  generally  defined  as  a  single 
physical  location  where  business  is  conducted  or  where  services  or  in- 
dustrial operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a  factory,  mill,  store, 
mine,  or  farm.  Where  a  single  physical  location  comprises  two  or  more 
units  which  maintain  separate  pay  roll  and  inventory  records  and  which 
are  engaged  in  distinct  or  separate  activities  for  which  different  industry 
classifications  are  provided  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification,  each 
such  unit  shall  be  treated  as  a  separate  establishment.  An  establishment  is 
not  necessarily  identical  with  the  business  concern  or  firm  which  may 
consist  of  one  or  more  establishments.  It  is  also  to  be  distinguished  from 
organizational  subunits,  departments,  or  divisions  within  an  establish- 
ment. Supplemental  interpretations  of  the  definition  of  establishment 
are  included  in  the  industry  descriptions  of  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification. 

The  construction  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  makes  it 
possible  to  classify  establishments  by  industry  on  either  a  two-digit,  a 
three-digit,  or  a  four-digit  basis,  according  to  the  degree  of  detail  in 
information  which  may  be  needed. 

The  construction  of  the  classification  also  permits  an  agency  to  use 
additional  subdivisions  in  adapting  this  classification  for  its  use,  while 
still  retaining  comparability  with  the  classifications  used  by  other  agencies. 
Furthermore,  comparability  with  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
may  be  maintained  on  a  two-digit  basis  by  combining  groups  or  industries 
within  a  major  group;  similarly,  comparability  may  be  maintained  on 
a  three-digit  basis  by  combining  industries  within  a  three-digit  group. 

Some  agencies  may  wish  to  use  the  numbering  system  of  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification,  but  other  agencies  will,  no  doubt,  find  it  more 
convenient  to  adapt  their  present  numbering  system  to  this  classification. 

The  zero  integer  has  not  been  used  on  the  third  or  fourth  digit  position. 
Agencies  may  use  the  zero  integer  in  intraoffice  practice,  as  explained  in 
the  following  paragraphs. 

Agencies  which  use  the  three-digit  code  may  use  a  zero  temporarily  on 
the  third  digit  position  of  the  code  number  for  coding  reports  for  which 
available  information  is  inadequate  for  proper  allocation  to  a  specific 
three-digit  industry  group.  For  example.  Major  Group  56,  Retail  Trade^ — 
Apparel  and  Accessories,  is  divided  into  the  following  groups : 

561  Men's  and  boys'  clothing  and  furnishings  stores. 

562  Women's  ready-to-wear  stores. 

563  Women's  accessory  and  specialty  stores. 

564  Children's  and  infants'  wear  stores.. 

565  Family  clothing  stores. 

566  Shoe  stores. 
667  Custom  tailors. 

568  Furriers  and  fur  shops. 

569  Miscellaneous  apparel  and  accessory  stores. 


2  STANDARD   INDUSTRIAL   CLASSIFICATION 

If  an  establishment  is  described  as  engaged  in  the  retail  sale  of  apparel 
and  accessories,  the  report  should  be  coded  as  "560"  until  further  informa- 
tion is  obtained  which  will  make  it  possible  to  assign  the  establishment  to 
the  appropriate  group. 

An  agency  which  uses  the  four-digit  code  may  use  a  zero  temporarily 
in  the  forth  position  to  code  reports  for  which  the  information  available 
at  the  time  of  coding  is  inadequate  for  proper  allocation  to  a  specific  four- 
digit  industry. 

It  will  be  noted  that  whenever  number  nine  on  the  third  or  fourth  digit 
position  has  been  used,  it  has  been  assigned  to  miscellaneous  groups  or 
industries  covering  establishments  not  elsewhere  classified.

DIVISION  A 


Asriculfuref  Forestry/  and  Fisheries 


AGRICULTURE,  FORESTRY,  AND  FISHERIES 

THE  DIVISION  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  division  includes  agriculture,  forestry,  fisheries,  and  related  services. 

Farms  are  the  single  units  of  agricultural  activity.  For  the  purpose  of  industrial 
classification,  a  farm  is  any  tract  of  land  comprising  three  or  more  acres  on  which 
agricultural  loperations  are  performed,  and  tracts  of  land  of  less  than  3  acres  if 
the  income  from  the  sale  of  agricultural  products  produced  amounts  to  $150  or  more 
annually  (1945  base). 

Agricultural  operations  consist  of  the  production  of  crops  or  plants,  vines,  and 
trees  (excluding  forestry  operations)  ;  or  the  keeping,  grazing,  or  feeding  of  livestock 
for  animal  products  (including  serums),  animal  increase,  or  value  increase.  Live- 
stock as  here  used,  includes  poultry  of  all  kinds,  rabbits,  bees,  and  fur  bearing 
animals  in  captivity,  in  addition  to  mules,  asses,  burros,  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  goats, 
and  hogs.  This  division  also  includes  activities  closely  related  to  agriculture,  such 
as  dry  lot  or  farm  dairies,  nurseries,  greenhouses,  poultry  hatcheries,  fur  farms, 
mushroom  cellars,  apiaries  and  cranberry  bogs. 

A  farm  may  consist  of  a  single  tract  of  land,  or  a  number  of  separate  tracts  which 
may  be  held  under  different  tenures.  For  example,  one  tract  may  be  owned  by  the 
farmer  and  another  rented  by  him.  When  a  landowner  has  one  or  more  tenants, 
renters,  croppers,  or  managers,  the  land  operated  by  each  is  considered  a  farm. 
Thus,  on  a  plantation  the  land  operated  by  each  cropper,  renter,  or  tenant  should 
be  considered  a  separate  farm,  and  the  land  operated  by  the  owner  or  manager  by 
means  of  wage  hands  should  likewise  be  considered  a  farm.  It  may  be  operated  by 
the  operator's  labor  alone  or  with  the  assistance  of  members  of  his  household  or  hired 
employees,  or  it  may  be  operated  by  a  partnership,  corporation,  or  any  other 
organization. 

The  classification  of  agriculture  also  includes  agricultural  services,  animal  hus- 
bandry services,  horticultural  services,  and  other  operations  such  as  hunting,  trapping, 
and  game  propagation,  when  carried  on  as  business  enterprises. 

The  classification  of  forestry  covers  timber  tracts,  forest  nurseries,  reforestation, 
and  the  gathering  of  gums  and  barks,  as  well  as  other  services  and  miscellaneous 
operations  connected  with  forestry.  Logging  camps  and  logging  contractors  are 
classified  in  Division  D,  Manufacturing. 

The  classification  of  fisheries  covers  fishery  operations  such  as  fish  farms,  and 
related  services  such  as  fish  hatcheries  and  frog  farms. 
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Major  Group  01. — FARMS 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group,  which  includes  all  farms,  has  been  divided  into  two  (2) 
three-digit  groups,  commercial  farms  and  noncommercial  farms. 

Commercial  farms  are  those  having  the  production  of  farm  products  for  sale  as 
the  principal  purpose  of  business.  The  total  annual  sale  value  of  such  farm  products 
must  be  $800  or  more  (1945  base).  Commercial  farms  are  classified  according  to 
the  kind  of  commodities  or  groups  of  commodities  from  which  the  major  share  of 
the  cash  farm  income  is  derived. 

Noncommercial  farms  include  small  scale  self-suflaciency  farms,  part-time  farms, 
and  farm  homes.

Oil  COMMERCIAL  FARMS 

01 1 1  Field  crop  farms 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for 
sale  of  a  field  crop,  such  as  cotton,  grain,  hay,  potatoes,  tobacco,  rice,  sugar 
beets,  sugar  cane,  broomcorn,  hemp,  dry  beans,  and  peas. 

0112  Fruit  and  tree  nut  farms 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for 
sale  of  tree  nuts  or  fruits  such  as  citrus  fruits,  apples,  peaches,  berries, 
and  grapes. 

01 1 3  Vegetable  farms 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for 
sale  of  vegetables. 

0114  Horticultural  specialties 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for 
sale  of  horticultural  specialties,  such  as  flowers,  ornamental  plants,  and 
shrubberies.  Greenhouses  and  hothouses  engaged  in  raising  vegetables, 
mushrooms,  flowers,  and  ornamental  plants  under  glass  or  under  shelter 
are  also  included. 

0115  Livestock  farms 

Farms  having  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business  the  production  for 
sale  of  livestock  or  livestock  products,  such  as  dairy  or  other  cattle,  poultry, 
hogs,  and  sheep.  Aviaries,  apiaries,  and  commercial  kennels  engaged  in 
breeding  dogs  for  sale  are  included  in  this  industry. 

0116  General  farms 

Farms  on  which  no  single  commodity  or  specialized  group  of  commodi- 
ties represent  the  principal  purpose  of  business. 

012  NONCOMMERCIAL  FARMS 

0121     Noncommercial  farms 

Noncommercial  farms  are  those  not  having  the  production  of  farm 
products  for  sale  as  the  principal  purpose  of  business.  This  industry 
includes  farm  homes,  self-sufllciency  farms,  part-time  farms,  and  institu- 
tional farms.

-AGRICULTURAL  SERVICES  AND  HUNTING 
AND  TRAPPING 


THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  establisliments  primarily  engaged  in  performing  agri- 
cultural, animal  husbandry,  and  horticultural  services  on  a  fee  or  contract  basis. 
Commercial  hunting  and  trapping  and  the  operation  of  game  preserves  are  also 
included.

0712  Cotton  ginning  and  compressing 

0713  Grist  mills,  including  custom  flour  mills

0715  Contract  sorting,  grading,  and  packing  of  fruits  and  vegetables  for  the  grower 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  packing  and  shipping  fruits  and 
vegetables  on  a  contract  basis  for  others.  Such  activities  may  include 
contract  picking,  grading,  sorting,  and  other  operations  preparatory  to 
packing  and  shipping.  Establishments  engaged  solely  in  contract  picking 
of  fruits  and  vegetables  are  classified  in  Industry  0719,  and  those  which 
pack  and  ship  fruits  and  vegetables  on  their  own  account  are  classified  in 
Wholesale  Trade. 

0719    Agricultural  services,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  performing,  on  a  contract  basis, 
a  variety  of  agricultural  services  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  fruit 
picking,  grain  cleaning,  plowing,  and  farm  management. 

ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY  SERVICES 

0722  Offices  of  veterinarians  and  animal  hospitals 

Establishments  of  licensed  practitioners  engaged  in  the  practice  of  vet- 
erinary medicine,  dentistry,  or  surgery;  animal  hospitals,  and  similar 
veterinary  service  establishments. 

0723  Poultry  hatcheries 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  hatching  poultry  for  their  own 
account  or  on  a  contract  basis.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  rais- 
ing poultry  are  classified  in  Industry  0115. 

0729    Animal  husbandry  services,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  performing  animal  husbandry 
services  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  animal  breeding,  artificial  insem- 
ination, cattle  feed  lot  operation,  boarding  and  training  horses,  and  pedi- 
gree record  services.  Commercial  kennels  primarily  engaged  in  raising 
dogs  for  sale  are  classified  in  Industry  0115.

HORTICULTURAL  SERVICES 
Horticultural  services 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  performing  horticultural  services, 
such  as  cemetery  upkeep  (when  independent  of  ownership  and  manage- 
ment) ;  landscape  gardening ;  and  tree  planting,  pruning,  bracing,  spraying, 
and  surgery. 

074  HUNTING  AND  TRAPPING,  AND  GAME  PROPAGATION 

0741     Hunting  and  trapping,  and  game  propagation 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  commercial  hunting  and  trapping, 
or  in  the  operation  of  game  preserves. 


Major  Group  08.— FORESTRY 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation  of 
timber  tracts,  forest  nurseries,  and  related  activities,  such  as  reforestation  services 
and  the  gathering  of  gums,  barks,  balsam  needles,  maple  sap,  Spanish  moss,  and 
other  forest  products.

081  TIMBER  TRACTS 

0811     Timber  tracts 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation  of  timber  tracts  for 
the  purpose  of  selling  standing  timber.  Establishments  holding  timber 
tracts  as  real  property  (not  for  sale  of  timber)  are  classified  in  Industry 
6515,  and  logging  camps  and  logging  contractors  in  Industry  2411. 

082  FOREST  NURSERIES 

0821     Forest  nurseries 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  growing  trees  for  purposes  of 
reforestation. 

083  REFORESTATION 

0831     Reforestation 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  reforestation  work. 

084  GATHERING  OF  GUMS  AND  BARKS 

0842  Gathering  of  gums  (except  pine  gum)  and  barks 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  gathering  of  gums  (except 
pine  gum)  and  barks  from  trees  such  as  spruce,  chestnut,  and  cherry. 
Distillation  when  carried  on  in  the  forest  is  included. 

0843  Extraction  of  pine  gum 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  extraction  of  pine  gum.  The 
concentration  or  distillation  of  pine  gum,  when  carried  on  in  the  forest, 
is  included  in  this  industry. 

085  FORESTRY  SERVICES 

0851     Forestry  services 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  performing  forestry  services,  not 
elsewhere  classified,  such  as  contract  fire  prevention  and  fire  fighting 
services,  and  forest  pest  control. 

086  GATHERING  OF  FOREST  PRODUCTS,  NOT  ELSEWHERE  CLASSIFIED 

0861     Gathering  of  forest  products,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  gathering  forest  products  not 
elsewhere  classified,  such  as  maple  sap,  Spanish  moss,  balsam  needles, 
ginseng,  and  teaberries. 
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Major  Group  09.— FISHERIES 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  commercial  fishing ; 
the  operation  of  oyster  farms  and  the  tonging  and  dredging  of  oysters ;  the  gathering 
of  sponges,  seaweed,  etc. ;  and  the  operation  of  fish  hatcheries  or  fishing  preserves.

091  FISHERIES 

0912  Finfish 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  catching  (or  taking)  of  finfish, 
such  as  pilchard,  menhaden,  salmon,  tuna,  mackerel,  haddock,  sea  herring, 
and  cod. 

0913  Shellfish 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  catching  (or  taking)  of  shell- 
fish, such  as  lobstersj  crabs,  oysters,  clams,  and  shrimp. 

0914  Whale  products 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  catching  (or  taking)  of  whales, 
and  in  the  production  of  such  products  as  whale  oil  and  whale  meat. 

0919    Miscellaneous  marine  products 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  miscellaneous  fishing  activities, 
such  as  the  catching  (or  taking)  of  sea  urchins,  terrapins,  turtles,  and 
frogs.  The  gathering  of  seaweed,  sponges,  and  worms  is  also  included  in 
this  industry. 

098  FISHERY  SERVICES 

0989     Fishery  services 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  performing  fishery  services  such  as 
the  operation  of  fish  hatcheries  or  fishing  preserves,  and  the  filleting  of 
fish  on  a  contract  or  fee  basis. 
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DIVISION  B 


Mining 


MINING 

THE  DIVISION  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  division  includes  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  mining.  Mining 
is  here  used  in  the  broad  sense  to  include  the  extraction  of  minerals  occurring 
naturally :  solids,  such  as  coal  and  ores ;  liquids,  such  as  crude  petroleum ;  and 
gases,  such  as  natural  gas.  The  term  "mining"  is  also  used  in  the  broad  sense  to 
include  quarrying,  well  operation,  milling  (crushing,  screening,  washing,  flotation, 
etc.),  and  other  preparation  needed  to  render  the  material  marketable.  Exploration 
and  development  of  mineral  properties  are  included.  Contract  services  performed 
in  the  development  of  mineral  properties  are  classified  separately  but  within  this 
division. 

Mining  operations  are  classified,  by  industry,  on  the  basis  of  the  principal  mineral 
produced  or,  if  there  is  no  production,  on  the  basis  of  the  principal  mineral  for 
which  development  work  is  in  process.  The  mining  of  culm  banks,  ore  dumps,  and 
slag  piles  is  classified  with  the  appropriate  mining  industry  according  to  the  mineral 
product  derived. 

The  purification  and  distribution  of  water,  harvesting  and  storage  of  natural  ice, 
bottling  and  distributing  natural  spring  and  mineral  waters,  and  the  crushing, 
grinding,  or  otherwise  treating  of  certain  earths,  rocks,  and  minerals  not  in  con- 
junction with  mining  activities  are  not  included  in  this  division. 
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Major  Group   10.— METAL  MINING 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLi 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  mining,  developing] 
mines,  or  exploring  for  metallic  minerals  (ores).     These  ores  are  valued  chiefly  for' 
the  metals  contained  to  be  recovered  for  use  as  such  or  as  constituents  of  alloys.     In 
addition,  ores  of  rare-earth  metals  and  titanium  are  included.     This  major  group  also 
includes  all  ore  dressing  and  beneflciating  operations  whether  performed  at  mills  i 
operated  in  conjunction  with  the  mines  served  or  at  mills,  such  as  custom  mills,  I 
operated  separately.    These  include  mills  which  crush,  grind,  wash,  dry,  sinter,  or' 
leach  ore,  or  perform  gravity  separation  or  flotation  operations.     Magnesite  and 
brucite  operations  are  classified  in  Industry  1457,  and  crushed  dolomite  operations 
in  Industry  1422.     Smelters  and  refineries  are  classified  in  Major  Group  33,  Primary 
Metal   Industries,   and   establishments   engaged   in  producing  primary   magnesium 
metal  in  Industry  3335. 

Exploration  under  preliminary  phases  of  operation  should  be  classified  according 
to  the  type  of  ore  expected  to  be  found.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  mining,  beneflciating,  or  otherwise] 
preparing  iron  ores,  such  as  hematite,  limonite  (brown  ore),  magnetite, 
siderite   (carbonate),  and  manganiferous  iron  ores  generally  containing 
less  than  5  percent  manganese.

CONTRACT  CONSTRUCTION 

THE  DIVISION  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  division  includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  contract  construction. 
The  term  "construction"  includes  new  work,  additions,  alterations,  and  repairs. 
Three  broad  types  of  contract  construction  activity  are  covered;  namely,  (1)  building 
construction  by  general  contractors,  (2)  other  construction  by  general  contractors, 
and  (3)  construction  by  special  trade  contractors.  Operative  builders  who  build  on 
their  own  account  for  resale  or  lease,  and  investment  builders  who  build  structures  on 
their  own  account  for  rental,  are  classified  in  Major  Group  65,  Real  Estate. 

General  building  contractors  are  primarily  engaged  in  the  construction  of  dwellings, 
office  buildings,  stores,  farm  buildings,  and  other  projects  of  a  similar  character. 
General  contractors  in  fields  other  than  buildings,  often  referred  to  as  engineering 
projects  contractors,  are  primarily  engaged  in  the  construction  of  highways,  streets, 
bridges  and  tunnels,  docks  and  piers,  water  power  projects,  sewage  disposal  and 
drainage  systems,  air  fields,  and  other  heavy  construction  which  involves  either  the 
movement  of  large  masses  of  earth  or  the  erection  of  structures  and  appurtenances, 
other  than  buildings.     The  removal  of  overburden  is  classified  in  Division  B,  Mining. 

Special  trade  contractors  are  primarily  engaged  in  specialized  construction  activi- 
ties such  as  plumbing,  painting,  electrical  work,  and  carpentry. 

General  contractors  in  both  the  building  field  and  the  engineering  projects  field 
usually  assume  responsibility  for  an  entire  construction  project,  but  may  subcontract 
to  others  those  portions  of  the  project  requiring  special  skills  or  equipment.  Special 
trade  contractors  may  work  for  general  contractors  under  subcontracts  or  may  work 
directly  for  the  owner  of  the  property. 

Force  account  construction  (construction  work  performed  by  an  establishment, 
primarily  engaged  in  some  business  other  than  construction,  for  its  own  account  and 
use  and  by  its  own  employees)  is  not  included  in  this  division  but  is  classified  accord- 
ing to  the  principal  activity  normally  carried  on  in  the  establishment  or  which  will 
be  conducted  at  the  site  when  the  construction  work  is  completed. 

The  installation  of  prefabricated  building  equipment  and  materials  by  general 
contractors  and  special  trade  contractors  is  classified  in  this  division.  Similar  instal- 
lation work  performed  as  a  service  incidental  to  sale  by  employees  of  an  establish- 
ment manufacturing  or  selling  prefabricated  equipment  and  materials  is  classified 
according  to  the  principal  activity  of  the  establishment  in  the  Manufacturing  or  Trade 
Divisions.

This  major  group  includes  general  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  the  construction 
of  residential,  farm,  industrial,  commercial,  public,  or  other  buildings.

Special  trade  contractors  primarily  engaged  in  excavation  and  founda- 
tion work,  including  digging  and  loading.  Contractors  in  this  industry 
may  also  perform  incidental  concrete  work,  but  contractors  primarily 
engaged  in  concrete  work  are  classified  in  Industry  1771.

This  division  includes  enterprises  engaged  in  passenger  and  freight  transportation 
by  railway,  highway,  water,  or  air,  or  furnishing  services  related  to  transportation ; 
petroleum  pipe  line  transportation;  warehousing;  telephone  and  telegraph  commu- 
nication services;  and  the  supplying  of  electricity,  gas,  steam,  water,  or  sanitary 
services.  Industries  assigned  to  this  division  are  to  a  large  extent  regarded  legally 
as  having  a  semipublic  character.  Most  of  the  establishments  included  are  regulated 
by  commissions  or  other  public  authorities  as  to  the  rates  or  prices  they  may  charge 
and  the  services  they  may  render.  The  workers  and  physical  facilities  of  an  enter- 
prise classifiable  in  this  division  are  often  distributed  over  an  extensive  geographic 
area. 
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Major  Group  40.— RAILROADS 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  companies  furnishing  transportation  by  line-haul  rail- 
road, and  certain  services  allied  to  rail  transportation,  such  as  sleeping  and  dining 
car  service,  railway  express,  and  switching  and  terminal  companies.  All  railroad 
companies  except  local  street  railway  companies  regulated  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  are  included  in  this  group.

WHOLESALE  TRADE 
THE  DIVISION  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  division  includes  establishments  or  places  of  business  primarily  engaged 
in  selling  merchandise  to  retailers ;  to  industrial,  commercial,  institutional,  or  pro- 
fessional users ;  or  to  other  wholesalers ;  or  acting  as  agents  in  buying  merchandise 
for  or  selling  merchandise  to  such  persons  or  companies.  The  principal  types  of 
establishments  included  are:  (1)  merchant  wholesalers — wholesalers  who  tsike  title 
to  the  goods  they  sell  such  as  wholesale  merchants  or  jobbers,  industrial  distributors, 
voluntary  group  wholesalers,  exporters,  importers,  cash-and-carry  wholesalers,  drop 
shippers,  wagon  distributors,  retailer  cooperative  warehouses,  terminal  elevators,  and 
cooperative  buying  associations;  (2)  sales  branches  and  sales  offices  (but  not 
retail  stores)  maintained  by  manufacturing  or  mining  enterprises  apart  from  their 
plants  or  mines  for  the  purpose  of  marketing  their  products ;  (3)  agents,  merchandise 
or  commodity  brokers,  and  commission  merchants;  (4)  petroleum  bulk  stations; 
and  (5)  assemblers,  buyers,  and  associations  engaged  in  the  cooperative  marketing 
of  farm  products. 

The  chief  functions  of  establishments  included  in  wholesale  trade  are  selling 
goods  to  trading  establishments,  or  to  industrial,  commercial,  institutional,  and 
professional  users ;  and  bringing  buyer  and  seller  together.  In  addition  to  selling, 
functions  frequently  performed  by  wholesale  establishments  include  maintaining 
inventories  of  goods ;  extending  credit ;  physically  assembling,  sorting,  and  grading 
goods  in  large  lots;  breaking  bulk  and  redistribution  in  smaller  lots;  delivery; 
refrigeration ;  and  various  types  of  promotion,  such  as  advertising  and  label  designing. 
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Major  Group  50.— WHOLESALE  TRADE— MERCHANT  WHOLESALERS 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  usually  known  as  wholesalers,  merchant 
wholesalers,  or  jobbers,  primarily  engaged  in  buying,  taking  title  to,  and  where 
customary  physically  storing  and  handling  goods,  and  selling  the  goods  at  wholesale 
principally  to  retailers  and  industrial  and  commercial  users.  This  group  also  in- 
cludes industrial  distributors,  exporters,  and  importers,  cash-and-carry  wholesalers, 
drop  shippers,  wagon  distributors,  etc.  The  establishments  included  in  this  group 
may  perform  operations  on  the  goods  incidental  to  the  wholesale  trading  and  delivery, 
such  as  installing  machinery,  equipment,  and  fixtures;  and  collecting  and  baling 
waste  materials. 

Separately  incorporated  sales  subsidiaries  of  manufacturing  and  mining  com- 
panies are  included  in  this  major  group.  Wholesale  establishments  owned  and 
operated  by  manufacturing  or  mining  concerns  to  distribute  their  products  are  classi- 
fied in  Major  Group  51,  whether  or  not  such  a  branch  maintains  a  stock  of  goods. 
Establishments  buying  or  selling  goods  on  a  commission  basis,  petroleum  bulk  stations 
operated  by  merchant  wholesalers,  and  assemblers  (mainly  of  farm  products)  are 
classified  in  Major  Group  51.

Merchant  wholesalers  primarily  engaged  in  wholesale  distribution  of 
rubber  tires  and  tubes  for  passenger  and  commercial  motor  vehicles,  motor- 
cycles, and  bicycles.

Manufacturers'  sales  branches  and  offices  primarily  engaged  in  the 
wholesale  distribution  of  dry  goods,  such  as  piece  goods,  notions,  sewing 
thread,  buttons,  and  tapes ;  and  all  lines  of  wearing  apparel  including  shoes 
and  other  footwear. 

51 14  Groceries  and  food  specialties 

Manufacturers'  sales  branches  and  sales  offices  primarily  engaged  in  the 
wholesale  distribution  of  groceries  and  food  specialties,  such  as  canned 
goods,  frozen  foods,  breakfast  cereals,  candy,  chocolate,  and  chewing  gum, 
flour,  meats  and  poultry,  soft  drinks,  sugar,  spices,  bakery  goods,  and  dairy 
products. 

5115  Tobacco  and  its  products,  except  leaf 

Manufacturers'  sales  branches  and  offices  primarily  engaged  in  the 
wholesale  distribution  of  cigars,  cigarettes,  smoking  and  chewing  tobacco, 
and  snuff. 

5116  Electrical  goods 

Manufacturers'  sales  branches  and  offices  primarily  engaged  in  the 
wholesale  distribution  of  electrical  goods,  such  as  electrical  apparatus  and 
equipment,  wiring  supplies,  radios,  television  sets,  refrigerators,  and  house- 
hold electrical  appliances.

establishments ;  and  transportation  equipment  and  supplies.  This  industry 
does  not  include  motor  vehicles  which  are  classified  in  Industry  5111. 

5119  Manufacturers'  sales  branches  and  offices,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Manufacturers'  sales  branches  and  offices  primarily  engaged  in  the 
wholesale  distribution  of  commodities,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as 
petroleum  products ;  beer,  wines,  and  liquors ;  furniture  and  home  furnish- 
ings ;  hardware ;  lumber  and  construction  materials ;  paper  and  paper  prod- 
ucts; plumbing  and  heating  equipment  and  supplies;  amusement  and 
sporting  goods ;  farm  supplies ;  jewelry ;  rough  timber  products ;  leather 
and  leather  goods;  cotton,  rayon,  silk,  wool  and  worsted  yarn;  animal 
and  vegetable  oils  and  greases ;  books  and  magazines ;  and  wood  pulp. 

512  PETROLEUM  BULK  STATIONS 

5121     Petroleum  bulk  stations 

Petroleum  bulk  stations  primarily  engaged  in  the  storage  and  whole- 
sale distribution  of  gasoline,  oil,  and  other  petroleum  products.  Bulk 
stations  may  be  independent,  or  they  may  be  operated  directly  or  indirectly 
by  petroleum  refining  companies. 

513  AGENTS  AND  BROKERS 

51 32  Dry  goods  and  apparel 

Establishments  of  agents  and  brokers  primarily  engaged  in  wholesale 
distribution  of  dry  goods,  such  as  piece  goods ;  notions ;  sewing  thread, 
buttons,  tapes,  etc. ;  and  all  lines  of  wearing  apparel  including  shoes  and 
other  footwear. 

5133  Groceries  and  food  specialties 

Establishments  of  agents  and  brokers  primarily  engaged  in  wholesale 
distribution  of  canned  goods ;  frozen  foods ;  coffee,  tea,  and  spices ;  candy, 
chocolate,  and  chewing  gum ;  fish  and  sea  foods ;  flour ;  meats  and  pro- 
visions ;  and  sugar. 

5134  Farm  products — goods  for  immediate  consumption 

Establishments  of  agents  and  brokers  primarily  engaged  in  wholesale 
distribution  of  dairy  products,  poultry  and  poultry  products,  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables,  and  other  goods  for  immediate  consumption — principally 
raw  products  requiring  some  processing,  sorting,  or  grading,  to  convert 
them  for  sale  as  foods.

5135  Farm  products — raw  materials 

Establishments  of  agents  and  brokers  primarily  engaged  in  wholesale 
distribution  of  cotton  ;  grain ;  hides,  skins,  and  raw  furs  ;  horses  and  mules  ; 
livestock ;  raw  silk ;  leaf  tobacco ;  wool  and  mohair ;  and  other  raw  farm 
products.  Products  included  in  this  industry  are  raw  materials  custo- 
marily used  for  manufacturing. 

5136  Machinery,  equipment,  and  supplies 

Establishments  of  agents  and  brokers  primarily  engaged  in  wholesale 
distribution  of  machinery,  equipment,  and  supplies,  such  as  commercial 
machinery  and  equipment ;  farm  machinery  and  equipment ;  industrial 
machinery,  equipment,  and  supplies;  oil  well  and  oil  refining  machinery 
and  equipment ;  professional  equipment  and  supplies ;  equipment  and  sup- 
plies for  service  establishments;  and  transportation  equipment  and  sup- 
plies. This  industry  does  not  include  motor  vehicles  which  are  classified 
in  Industry  5139. 

51 37  Metals  and  minerals,  except  petroleum  products  and  scrap 

Establishments  of  agents  and  brokers  primarily  engaged  in  wholesale 
distribution  of  metals  and  minerals  (except  petroleum  products  and  scrap), 
such  as  coal,  coke,  iron,  steel,  wire,  wire  fencing,  wire  rope,  sheet  metal 
products,  and  nonferrous  and  metallic  ore  products  in  forms  such  as 
ingots,  sheets,  plates,  bars,  and  rods. 

5138  Lumber  and  construction  materials 

Establishments  of  agents  and  brokers  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale 
distribution  of  lumber  and  other  construction  materials,  such  as  millwork ; 
brick,  tile,  and  terra  cotta ;  cement,  lime,  and  plaster ;  glass,  sand,  gravel, 
and  crushed  stone ;  wallboard,  rigid  and  nonrigid  thermal  insulation ;  and 
asphalt  roofing. 

51 39  Agents  and  brokers,  not  elsev/here  classified 

Establishments  of  agents  and  brokers  primarily  engaged  in  wholesale 
distribution  of  commodities  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  motor  vehicles 
and  automotive  equipment ;  chemicals,  drugs,  and  allied  products ;  petro- 
leum and  its  products ;  tobacco  (except  leaf)  and  its  products ;  beer,  wines, 
and  liquors ;  electrical  goods ;  furniture  and  home  furnishings ;  hardware ; 
paper  and  its  products;  plumbing  and  heating  equipment  and  supplies; 
waste  materials ;  amusement  and  sporting  goods ;  farm  supplies ;  jewelry ; 
flowers  and  nursery  stock;  rough  timber  products;  leather  and  leather 
goods ;  cotton,  rayon,  silk,  wool,  and  worsted  yarn ;  animal  and  vegetable 
oils  and  greases;  books  and  magazines;  crude  rubber;  and  wood  pulp. 

514  ASSEMBLERS,  MAINLY  OF  FARM  PRODUCTS 

5141     Assemblers,  mainly  of  farm  products 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  purchasing  and  assembling  farm 
products  and  sea  foods  in  local  growers'  markets,  at  local  producing  points, 
and  in  the  cities  of  producing  regions.  These  establishments  are  primarily 
engaged  in  concentrating  farm  products  produced  on  a  relatively  small 
scale  and  assemblng  larger  lots  for  shipment  to  other  wholesale  ibuyers. 
In  addition  to  the  actual  buying  and  wholesale  distribution  of  farm 
products,  establishments  included  in  this  group  frequently  grade,  pack, 
store,  and  in  some  cases  finance  the  commodities  they  handle.  Establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  canning  and  preserving  farm  products  and 
fish  for  foods  on  a  factory  basis  are  not  considered  a  part  of  Wholesale 
Trade,  but  are  classified  in  Division  D,  Manufacturing.

Retail  Trade 


RETAIL  TRADE 

THE  DIVISION  AS  A  WHOLE 

Retail  Trade  includes  establishments  engaged  in  selling  merchandise  for  personal, 
household,  or  farm  consumption,  and  rendering  services  incidental  to  the  sale  of  the 
goods.  In  general,  retail  establishments  are  classified  by  kind  of  business  according 
to  the  principal  lines  or  commodities  sold  (groceries,  hardware,  etc.),  or  the  usual 
trade  designation  (drug  store,  cigar  store,  etc.).  Some  of  the  important  character- 
istics of  retail  trade  establishments  are:  the  establishment  is  usually  a  place  of 
business  and  is  engaged  in  activities  to  attract  the  general  public  to  buy;  the 
establishment  buys  or  receives  merchandise  as  well  as  sells;  the  establishment 
processes  only  incidental  or  subordinate  to  selling;  the  establishment  is  considered 
as  retail  by  the  trade ;  and  the  establishment  sells  to  customers  for  personal,  house- 
hold, or  farm  use.  Not  all  of  these  characteristics  need  be  present  and  some  are 
modified  by  trade  practice. 

Buying  of  goods  for  resale  to  the  user  is  a  characteristic  of  retail  trade  establish- 
ments that  particularly  distinguishes  them  from  the  agricultural  and  extractive 
industries.  For  example,  farmers  who  sell  only  their  own  produce  at  or  from  the 
point  of  production  are  not  classified  as  retailers. 

Processing  incidental  or  subordinate  to  selling  often  is  conducted  at  retail  stores. 
For  example,  restaurants  prepare  meals,  dairies  pasteurize  or  bottle  milk,  and 
feed  stores  grind  feed.  Retail  establishments  of  manufacturing  concerns  are  in- 
cluded in  retail  trade. 

For  the  most  part,  establishments  engaged  in  retail  trade  sell  merchandise  to 
the  general  public  for  personal  or  household  consumption.  Certain  exceptions  to 
this  general  rule  are  made  necessary  by  trade  practices.  For  example,  retail  lumber 
yards  are  included  in  Retail  Trade  despite  the  fact  that  a  high  proportion  of  their 
sales  are  made  to  contractors,  and  establishments  selling  feed,  fertilizer,  machinery, 
etc.  to  farmers  are  also  included  in  Retail  Trade.  Chain  store  warehouses  are  classi- 
fied in  Retail  Trade  on  the  basis  of  the  commodity  handled. 

Establishments  engaged  in  selling  to  the  general  public,  from  displayed  merchandise, 
products  such  as  typewriters,  stationery,  or  gasoline,  are  classified  in  retail  trade 
even  though  such  products  may  not  be  used  for  personal  or  household  consumption. 
However,  establishments  that  sell  these  products  only  to  institutional  or  industrial 
users  and  establishments  that  sell  similar  merchandise  for  use  exclusively  by  business 
establishments  are  not  classified  in  Retail  Trade. 
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Major  Group  52.— RETAIL  TRADE— BUILDING  MATERIALS  AND 
FARM   EQUIPMENT 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 
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This  major  group  includes  retail  establisliments  selling  lumber,  building  materials, 
and  basic  lines  of  hardware,  such  as  tools,  builders'  hardware,  paint  and  glass, 
electrical  supplies,  roofing  materials,  and  other  equipment  and  supplies  for  home 
construction.  This  major  group  also  includes  farm  equipment  dealers.  Establish- 
ments included  in  this  major  group  sell  to  contractors  as  well  as  to  the  general 
public.  Stores  primarily  engaged  in  selling  electrical  or  gas  appliances,  such  as 
refrigerators,  stoves,  ranges,  radios,  and  lamps  are  classified  in  Major  Group  57.

5211  Lumberyards 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  rough  or  dressed 
lumber,  wood  shingles,  interior  woodwork,  molding,  doors,  sash,  frames, 
and  other  millwork. 

5212  Building  materials  dealers 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  building  materials 
other  than  lumber  and  millwork,  such  as  brick  and  tile,  cement,  sand 
and  gravel,  lime  and  plaster,  and  composition  wallboard  and  roofing 
materials. 

522  HEATING  AND  PLUMBING  EQUIPMENT  DEALERS 

5221     Heating  and  plumbing  equipment  dealers 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  plumbing  supplies 
and  heating  and  air  conditioning  equipment.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  plumbing  installations,  which  may  sell  incidental  amounts  of 
supplies  and  equipment,  are  not  considered  a  part  of  Retail  Trade,  and 
are  classified  in  Industry  1711. 

523  PAINT,  GLASS,  AND  V/ALLPAPER  STORES 

5231     Paint,  glass,  and  wallpaper  stores 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  paint,  glass,  and 
wallpaper,  or  any  combination  of  these  lines.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  installing  glass  are  not  considered  a  part  of  Retail  Trade  and 
are  classified  in  Industry  1793. 

524  ELECTRICAL  SUPPLY  STORES 

5241     Electrical  supply  stores 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  electrical  supplies, 
such  as  lighting  fixtures,  lamps,  cables,  and  fuse  boxes,  for  home  con- 
struction purposes.  Stores  selling  electrical  appliances  such  as  refrigera- 
tors, stoves,  ranges,  and  radios  are  classified  in  Group  572.

525  HARDWARE  AND  FARM  EQUIPMENT 

5251  Hardware  stores 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  a  number  of  basic 
hardware  lines,  such  as  tools,  builders'  hardware  and  paint  and  glass, 
housewares  and  household  appliances,  cutlery,  and  roofing  materials. 
Farm  implements  may  be  carried  to  a  minor  extent. 

5252  Farm  equipment  dealers 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  farm  tractors,  reapers, 
mowers,  plows,  wagons,  and  related  farm  equipment.  These  establish- 
ments may  sell  a  combination  of  the  basic  lines  of  hardware,  such  as 
tools,  builders'  hardware,  housewares,  cutlery,  and  related  lines. 


Major  Group  53.— RETAIL  TRADER-GENERAL  MERCHANDISE 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  retail  stores  which  sell  a  number  of  lines  of  merchandise, 
such  as  dry  goods,  apparel  and  accessories,  furniture  and  home  furnishings,  small 
wares,  hardware,  and  food.  The  stores  included  in  this  group  are  known  as  de- 
partment stores,  variety  stores,  dry  goods  stores,  general  merchandise  stores,  general 
stores,  etc.  Mail  order  houses  in  the  general  merchandise  field  are  included  as  a 
kind  of  business.  Department  and  specialty  stores  operated  by  mail  order  companies 
are  classified  as  retail  stores  under  their  respective  groups.

53 n     Department  stores 

Retail  stores  carrying  a  general  line  of  apparel,  such  as  suits,  coats, 
dresses,  and  furnishings;  home  furnisTiings,  such  as  furniture,  floor  cov- 
erings, curtains,  draperies,  linens,  major  household  appliances,  and  house- 
wares, such  as  table  and  kitchen  appliances,  dishes,  and  utensils.  These 
and  other  merchandise  lines  are  normally  arranged  in  separate  sections 
or  departments  with  the  accounting  on  a  departmentalized  basis.  The 
departments  and  functions  are  integrated  under  a  single  management. 
Establishments  included  in  this  industry  normally  employ  25  or  more 
persons. 


532  MAIL  ORDER  HOUSES,  GENERAL  MERCHANDISE 


5321     Mail  order  houses,  general  merchandise 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling,  by  catalog  and  mail 
order,  dry  goods  in  combination  with  apparel  and  accessories,  with  furni- 
ture and  home  furnishings,  with  small  hardware,  with  farmers'  supplies, 
or  with  automotive  equipment.  Departmentalized  retail  stores  with 
normally  25  or  more  employees,  operated  by  mail  order  houses  and  selling 
a  general  line  of  merchandise  are  included  in  Industry  5311.  Retail  stores 
selling  a  general  line  of  merchandise,  with  normally  less  than  25  em- 
ployees and  operated  by  mail  order  houses,  are  classified  in  Industry  5392. 

533  VARIETY  STORES 

5331     Variety  stores 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  a  variety  of  merchan- 
dise in  the  low  and  popular  price  ranges.  These  stores  frequently  are 
known  as  "5  and  10  cent"  stores  and  "5  cents  to  a  dollar"  stores,  although 
merchandise  is  usually  sold  outside  these  price  ranges.  Sales  usually 
are  made  on  a  cash-and-carry  basis,  with  the  open  selling  method  of 
display  and  customer  selection  of  merchandise. 

539  MISCELLANEOUS  GENERAL  MERCHANDISE  STORES 

5392  Dry  goods  and  general  merchandise  stores 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  piece  goods  and/or 
a  combination  of  men's  and  women's  apparel,  dry  goods,  hardware,  home- 
wares  or  home  furnishings  and  other  lines  in  limited  amounts.  Stores 
selling  commodities  covered  in  the  definition  for  Department  Stores,  but 
normally  having  less  than  25  employees,  are  included  in  this  industry. 

5393  General  stores 

Retail  establishments  usually  located  in  rural  communities  and  pri- 
marily engaged  in  selling  a  general  line  of  merchandise  of  which  the  most 
important  line  is  food,  and  the  more  important  subsidiary  lines  are  notions, 
apparel,  farm  supplies,  and  gasoline.  These  stores  are  usually  known 
as  country  general  stores. 
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Major  Group  54.— RETAIL  TRADE— FOOD 

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE 

This  major  group  includes  retail  stores  primarily  engaged  in  selling  food  for  liomo 
preparation  and  consumption.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  prepared 
foods  and  drinks  for  consumption  on  the  premises  are  classified  in  Major  Group  58, 
and  stores  primarily  engaged  in  selling  packaged  beers  and  liquors  in  Industry  5921.

541  GROCERY  STORES 

5412  Grocery  stores,  without  fresh  meat 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  all  sorts  of  canned 
and/or  frozen  foods,  such  as  soups,  vegetables,  and  fruits,  in  addition  to 
dry  groceries,  either  packaged  or  in  bulk,  such  as  tea,  coffee,  cocoa,  dried 
fruits,  spices,  sugar,  flour,  crackers,  and  other  processed  food  and  non- 
edible  grocery  items.  They  may  carry  smoked  and  prepared  meats  and 
fresh  fish  and  poultry  in  limited  quantities,  but  not  fresh  meats  (frozen 
or  unfrozen).     Usually  fresh  vegetables  and  fruits  are  carried. 

5413  Grocery  stores,  v/ith  fresh  meat 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  all  sorts  of  canned 
and/or  frozen  foods  and  dry  groceries  in  combination  with  fresh  meat 
(frozen  or  unfrozen).    Usually  fresh  vegetables  and  fruits  are  carried. 

542  MEAT  AND  FISH   (SEA  FOOD)  MARKETS 

5422  Meat  markets 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  fresh  meats.  They 
also  may  sell  cured  meats,  poultry,  fish,  dairy  products,  eggs,  and  other 
commodities.  These  stores  may  butcher  animals  on  their  own  account,  or 
they  may  buy  from  others. 

5423  Fish  (sea  food)  markets 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  fresh  or  cured  fish, 
oysters,  shellfish,  and  other  sea  foods. 

543  FRU8T  STORES  AND  VEGETABLE  MARKETS 

5431     Fruit  stores  and  vegetable  markets 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  fresh  fruits  and  fresh 
vegetables.  They  are  frequently  found  in  public  or  municipal  markets  or 
are  operated  as  roadside  stands. 

544  CANDY,  NUT,  AND  CONFECTIONERY  STORES 

5441     Candy,  nut,  and  confectionery  stores 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  candy,  nuts,  sweet- 
meats, and  other  confections.  Operation  of  a  soda  fountain  or  lunch 
counter  is  common.

DAIRY  PRODUCTS  STORES  AND  MILK  DEALERS

5451  Dairy  products  stores 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  such  dairy  products 
as  milk,  cream,  butter,  cheese,  and  related  products  to  over-the-counter 
customers.  This  classification  is  differentiated  from  milk  dealers  in 
method  of  distribution  and  not  by  kind  of  commodity.  Stands  and  con- 
cerns operating  wagons  which  sell  ice  cream  for  immediate  consumption 
are  classified  in  Industry  5812. 

5452  Milk  dealers 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  dairy  products,  such 
as  milk,  cream,  butter,  cheese,  and  related  products.  Pasteurizing 
operations  incidental  to  the  retailing  of  fiuid  milk  are  included  in  this 
industry.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  route  distribution  of 
fluid  milk  and  cream  and  which  also  manufacture  dairy  products  are 
included  in  this  industry.  Dealers  who  sell  primarily  to  retailers  or  to 
hotels  and  restaurants  are  considered  wholesalers  and  are  classified  in 
Industry  5052. 

RETAIL  BAKERIES 

5462  Retail  bakeries^ — manufacturing  ^ 

Retail  establishments  engaged  in  selling  bakery  products,  such  as  bread, 
cakes,  and  pies,  and  which  produce  some  or  all  of  the  products  sold  on  the 
premises. 

5463  Retail  bakeries — nonmanufacturing 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  bakery  products,  such 
as  bread,  cakes,  and  pies,  none  of  which  are  produced  on  the  premises. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  FOOD  STORES 


5491     Egg  and  poultry  dealers 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  eggs  and  poultry. 
These  stores  may  sell  live  poultry,  slaughter  and  clean  poultry  for  their 
own  account  and  sell  dressed  fowl,  or  sell  fowl  dressed  and  cleaned  by 
others. 


5492    Delicatessen  stores 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  cooked  foods  ready 
for  consumption  in  the  home  without  further  preparation,  such  as  cooked 
meats,  prepared  salads,  and  baked  beans.  These  stores  often  carry  canned 
and  bottled  goods,  groceries,  beer  and  wine,  and  frequently  serve  meals. 

5499    Food  stores,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Retail  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  specialized  foods,  such 
as  coffee,  tea,  spices,  and  health  foods.  This  industry  includes  house-to- 
house  coffee  and  tea  distributors.

Finance  includes  banks  and  trust  companies,  credit 
agencies  other  than  banks,  holding  (but  not  predominantly  operating)  companies, 
other  investment  companies,  brokers  and  dealers  in  securities  and  commodity  con- 
tracts, and  security  and  commodity  exchanges.  Insurance  covers  carriers  of  all  types 
of  insurance,  and  insurance  agents  and  brokers.

7041  Fraternity  and  sorority  residential  houses 

Rooming  and  boarding  houses  operated  by  fraternities  and  sororities  for 
the  benefit  of  members. 

7042  Organization  hotels  and  lodging  houses,  except  fraternity  and  sorority  houses 

Hotels  and  lodging  houses  of  membership  organizations  operated  inde- 
pendently from  the  general  activities  of  such  organizations  and  primarily 
for  the  benefit  of  members.  Hotels  operated  by  these  organizations  and 
open  to  the  general  public  are  classified  in  Group  701.

THE  MAJOR  GROUP  AS  A  WHOLE
